Atta ck Wa s Renewed a nd Tien 
Tsin Wa s Ta ken. 


CANNON ARE CAPTURED. 


The Americans Were In the Thickest 
o t the Fray and Suffered 
Quite Heavily . 


W ashingt o n , July iS.— Adm ir­ 
al Remey cabled the navy depart­ 
ment that the city and fo rts o f 
Tien Tsin are in the hands o f the 
allies. 
His list o f 
killed 
and 
wo unded is so mewhat fuller than 
y esterday ’s repo rt, but still no t en­ 
tirely co mplete. 


L o ndo n, July i8 .— The 
Daily 
Mail gives the Asso ciated Press 
the fo llo wing dispatch fro m its 
Shanghai 
co rrespo ndent, 
under 
date o f July 17 . : 
“ The allied tro o ps resumed the 
attack upo n the Chinese walled 
city o f Tien Tsin o n the mo rning 
o f July 14 , and succeeded in break­ 
ing the walls and capturing all the 
fo rts. 
“ The Chinese were co mpletely 
ro uted and the allies to o k po ssess 
io n o f the native city and its de 
fenses. 
“ The to tal lo sses o f the allies in 
the engagement o f Thursday , F ri­ 
day and Saturday were abo ut 8 00 
killed o r wo unded. 
The casualties 
were greatest amo ng the Russians 
and Japanese. 
“ The guns o f the allies did im­ 
mense damage to the native city , 
causing many large co nflagratio ns, 
and finally silenced a majo rity o f 
the enem y ’s guns simultaneo usly . 
Then 1,5 00 Russians, assisted by 
small parties 
o f 
Germans and 
French, 
assaulted and 
captured 
eight guns that were in po sitio n o n 
the railway embankment and the 
fo rt, the magazine o f which the 
French subsequently blew up. 
“ A bo dy o f American, British, 
Japanese and Austrian tro o ps then 
made a so rtie and attacked the 
west arsenal, which the Chinese 
had reo ccupied. 
A fter three ho urs 
o f the hardest fighting y et ex peri­ 
enced, the Chinese lied. 
“ W hen the arsenal had been 
evacuated by the 
Chinese,

Americans, French, Japanese and 
Welsh Fusiliers advanced to ward
